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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicants* argunnents and the amendment 
were found unpersuasive. Applicants argue that the primers taught by Saulle et al. are in reverse complement and assert that Saulle et aL 
does not teach known sequence comprising primer sequences, since the primers of the instant claims comprise mixed bases and the 
comj)uter program of Lowe to design primers would not cure the deficiency of Saulle et al. reference. Applicants' arguments were found 
unpersuasive. First, the instant primer sequences comprise mixed base K, wherein K represents G or T, and Saulle et al. teach primer 
sequences comprising mixed base Y wherein Y represents T or C. Thus the known sequences of Saulle et al. comprising mixed bases Y 
represent mixed base K since the mixed base could be T as opposed to the assertions that K is a C. Second, the known sequences 
comprising primer sequences of Saulle et al, does represent mixed bases as claimed and forni the basis for obvious variation. Third, the 
specificity of the mixed bases to detect only the DNA derived from mminants is an inherent characteristics and the known sequence taught 
by Saulle et al. comprising the primer sequences does possess said characteristics. Fourth, as discussed in the rejection, Lowe et al. 
explicitly taught designing primers from the known sequences and it is obvious to utilize the known sequences to achieve said combination 
of primer sequences as discussed in the rejection and the rejection is maintained. 
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
